This side of Warren Ave., is improved by pairs of two story plus attic, two
bay wide brick houses with gable roofs similar to the nearby rows of such houses
located to the south along William, Light, and Hamburg Streets. The houses were
built by Sophia Read and John S. Gittings. .101 and 103 Warren Ave. have been
enlarged and remodeled and are now three stories in height with shed roofs and
bracketed cornices. The first floor area of 101 Warren Ave. currently serves
as a dry cleaner's. At 115 Warren Ave. is the Lee St. Memorial Baptist church,
with a 1913 Art-Deco facade added to an earlier church building with high gable
roof running perpendicular to Warren Ave. The church is notable for its stained
glass windows, set in both the front, brown-brick Art-Deco facade, and in the
rear, older facade that can be seen from Compton St.
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DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL {IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE

This pair of two story plus attic brick houses with gable roofs was built
in the 1840's as part of a group of such houses extending along this side of
Warren Ave. Both houses have been restored. i -

The houses are two and a half stories in height, 15' wide, and occupy lots
80' deep. 111 Warren Ave, is twos rooms. deep, with:mo:rear @dditions. =~
109 Warren Ave. is only one room deep,-but there is a"two:story highy =stci, -
one bay wide and deep stair hall extension which connects the main house to a
two story high, four bay deep rear addition. There is a further one story high,
two bay deep frame addition. The houses are constructed in running bond. The
low-pitched gable roofs have two-tiered brick cornices. The houses share a paired,
centrally located double rectangular chimney on the front roof gable. 111 Warren
has a double rectangular chimney located along the west side of its rear gable.
109 Warren has a rear end chimney located at the south end of the rear addition.

The first floor openings of both houses have round arched lintels. The sil]
at 109 Warren is stome; that at 111 Warren is wood. Both houses have splayed
brick lintels and wood sills on the second floor window openings and 109 has
splayed brick lintels on its attic story windows. The attic windows of 111, however,
have flat wood sills. The attic windows all have wood sills. All of the upper
story windows are filled with 1/1 double hung sash; the wide, round arched
first floor window has a 1/1 double hung sash set below a fixed pane of glass,
the upper edge of which is cut to fit the curve of the round arch. 111 Warren Ave.
has a late Victorian glass and panel door and 109 Warren Ave. has a modern six
panel door. Both doors are set beneath single light transoms which, however,
have been filled in with aluminum siding. The houses sit on high basements,
the entrance to 111 Warren Ave. being reached by five marble steps and the
entrance to 109 Warren Ave. being reached by three stone steps. Each house
has a tall, rectangular basement opening fitted with a pair of 1/1 sash. A
flat-roofed alleyway, with a splayed brick lintel runs between the two houses.
